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RULES. 

1. The Room will be open on week-days from 11 to 6 
o'clock, and on Sundays from 3 to 4 o'clock. (These 
hours are subject to alteration by the Censor or the Com- 
mittee at two days* notice : they may be extended in any 
particular case on application through the Secretary of the 
Committee to the Censor.) 

2. The Committee at its first Meeting shall elect a 
Chairman, and also three other members to form with the 
Chairman a Standing Committee, in which, for ordinary 
purposes, the powers of the whole Committee shall be vested. 



3. A Committee Meeting shall be held not less than 
three times in each Term, one Meeting being in \ht first, 
one in the second, and one in the last third of the Term ; 
and at such Meetings the minutes of the Standing Committee 
shall be read over. 

4. No Meeting is to be summoned in the Room without 
the consent of the Secretary. 

5. Any notice put up in the Room appearing objection- 
able to the Standing Committee shall b^ liable to be re- 
moved at their discretion. 

6. No books or papers to which the Standing Com- 
mittee may object are to be left for use in the Room. 

7. The Committee alone are empowered to exclude 
from the use of the Room for the remainder of a Term 
any student, who, after admonition on the part of the Com- 
mittee, shall disregard rules duly exhibited on the Notice 
Board,, or who shall by any conduct in the Room make 
it appear to the Committee that it is desirable in the general 
interest to exclude him. 

8. The Secretary of the Committee shall be bound to 
call a Meeting of the whole Committee within seven days 
after the receipt of a requisition from two members of the 
Committee, or from six other Students. 

9. The Secretary of the Committee shall be empowered 
to call a Meeting of the whole body of the Students by 
a notice suspended on the Notice Board for not less than 
four days : and he shall be bound on the requisition of any 
six Students to call such a Meeting for some time within 
seven days after the receipt of such notice. 

10. Meetings of the Standing Committee may be called 
by either the Chairman or Secretary : and should only two 
of the four Members be present, they are empowered to 
proceed to business. 

The Chairman or his deputy, with five other Members 
of the Committee, shall form a quorum. 



11. A book shall be placed in the Room in which 
Students may enter any suggestions they may wish to make 
to the Commitfee. 

1 2. The Secretary shall place all new laws and altera- 
tions of laws on the Notice Board. 

13. Students may introduce strangers, whose usual re- 
sidence is beyond five miles from Cambridge, into the 
Room, provided that their names, together with those of 
the Students introducing them, shall have been inserted 
in a book kept for that purpose : such introduction to serve 
for one week. 

N.B. — These Rules have been framed by the Committee. 
It is understood that any alterations are to be submitted to 
the Censor for approval.

RULES. 

The first Meeting of the above Society was held in thtf 
Students' Room on Saturday, May 10, 1874, at 8 p.m., when 
the following Rules were agreed upon. . 

1. That this Society be called the Non-collegiate 
Debating Society. 

2. That the affairs of the Society shall be managed by 
a Standing Committee, consisting of a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary, and two othep Members. 

3. A General Meeting shall be called at the commence- 
ment of each Term for the purpose of electing the Standing 
Committee for the ensuing Term. 

4. Three Members of the . Standing Committee shall 
form a quorum, one of whom shall be the President or 
Vice-President. 

5. That the subscription to become a Member of the 
Society be One Shilling per Term. 



6. The President shall have unlimited authority on 
every question of Order, and shall be the sole interpreter of 
the Laws, subject to an appeal to the Standing Committee. 

7. If the President shall be absent from any discussion, 
or shall leave the chair for the purpose of speaking on any 
subject, a Member of the Committee who has not spoken 
shall take his place and be invested with all his functions 
during the remainder of the discussion of that subject 

8. The President shall have power, on an emergency, 
to change the time appointed for any Meeting, by giving 
three days' notice, or less if necessary. 

9. The President shall have only a casting, vote. 

10. Meetings shall be held on every Saturday Evening. 
In the Michaelmas Term not before the 21st of October, 
and not after the 8th of December, at 7 p.m. In the Lent 
Term between the last Saturday in January and last Saturday 
but one in Term inclusive, at 7 p.m. In the Easter Term 
between second Saturday in Term and first Saturday in 
June inclusive, at 8 p.m. The room will be always closed 
at 10 P.M. 

11. The Debate maybe upon any subject not strictly 
Theological. 

12. Any Member may propose a subject for debate. 
The first ten minutes of every Meeting shall be devoted to 
receiving subjects for the next Debate, that subject which 
has the greatest number of votes to be selected. 

13. If no subject for debate be offered it shall be 
incumbent on the Committee to provide one. 

14. The subject for the ensuing Debate shall be placed 
on the Notice Board on the Monday following the previous 
Debate. 

15.' Any Member who shall neglect to open the subject 
of debate of which he has given notice, shall (unless he 
provide a substitute) be fined 2s. 6d, 
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1 6. If the Debate be not opened within ten minutes of 
the President taking the chair, the opener shall be fined 
2s, 6d. 

17. Any Member may place his name on the Notice 
Board as opposer of the motion, and shall then be entitled 
to speak next after the opener. 

18. In the event of more than one Member offering 
himself as opposer, preference will be given to the first 
name placed on the Notice Board. 

19. If the opposer of the motion shall neglect to speak 
next after the opener, he shall (unless he provide a sub- 
stitute) be fined 2s. 6d. 

20. If a Debate be adjourned, the mover of the ad- 
journment shall (unless he provide a substitute) re-open the 
Debate on the night to which it may have been adjourned, 
under a penalty of 2^. 6d, ■ 

21. Any Member may record his vote for or against 
the original question, in a book provided for that purpose, 
one hour after the commencement of the Debate. 

22. No Member shall be allowed to vote unless he has 
paid his subscription. 

23. No Member shall be allowed to vote by proxy. 

24. Persons eligible to become Members of the Society 
are permitted to attend the firstv two Debates only of each 
Term, and must be introduced by a Member. 

25. Visitors shall be permitted to attend any of the 
Debates upon the introduction of a Member. 

The name of the visitor and the introducer shall be 
entered in a book provided for that purpose. 

26. None but Members shall be permitted to take any 
part in or vote on the Debate. 

27. Each Member introducing a stranger shall be held 
responsible for the behaviour of the visitor during the period 
of his visit. ' 
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28. There shall be a limited time of twenty minutes 
each for the opener and opposer of a subject of debate, and 
of ten minutes for other speakers; which times may be 
lengthened at the discretion of the President. 

29. In the event of two or more Members rising simul- 
taneously, the President shall decide upon the first speaker. 

30. No Member shall be allowed to speak twice on the 
same subject, unless by way of explanation, except the 
opener of the motion, who alone shall be allowed to reply. 

31. If after the expiration of fifteen minutes from the 
time announced for the commencement of the Debate less 
than six members be present, the president shall adjourn 
the Debate. 

32. Any Member who has not paid his subscription by 
the second Debate of the Term shall be excluded from all 
Debates until his subscription be paid. 

33. The President shall have the power of imposing 
a fine not exceeding one guinea on any Member guilty of 
disturbance or insubordination, and at his discretion of 
requiring him immediately to withdraw from the Meeting, 
provided three-fourths of the Members present are favour- 
able to the expulsion. 

34. That no rule can be altered or modified without 
the votes of two-thirds of the Members present at the 
General Meeting. 

Debates on the following subjects have taken place 
during this Term : — 

" The Lock-out in the Eastern Counties." 

" The Admission of women to University Degrees." 

" Church and State."

RULES. 

1. That this Club be called the Non-collegiate Boat 
Club, and consist exclusively of Members of that body. 

2. That a General Meeting be called at the commence- 
ment of each Term to elect new Members and the Officers. 

3. That Rowing Members pay a subscription of Fifteen 
Shillings, and Honorary Members Seven Shillings and Six- 
pence, at the commencement of each Term ; and that all 
subscriptions be paid before the Term divides. 

4. The following Officers shall be elected at the General 
Meeting : the Captain, Secretary (who shall also be Trea- 
surer), and two other Members, who with them shall form 
the Committee and audit the accounts. 

5. That the Secretary at each Meeting read a report 
of the proceedings and state of the funds of the Club for 
the preceding Term. 
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6. That the Captain has the power of appointing and 
altering his crew. 

7. That in case any one of the crew be unable to row, 
he be obliged to fix on a proper substitute and send his 
name to the Captain before 12 a. m. : but if any one of the 
crew send notice on the preceding day, the Captain be 
obliged to find the substitute. 

8. That each man be at the boat house before 2*30 p.m. 
when the Boat goes down in the afternoon, and before 
5*45 P.M. when the Boat goes down in the evening, the 
Captain having the power of altering the time on any 
emergency. 

9. That any member of the crew not being punctual 
be fined one shilling; that if he absent himself from the 
Boat he be fined two shillings. 

10. That if the Captain of the Boat be absent from his 
crew he must appoint a deputy. 

11. That each one of the crews appear in the costume 
of the Club. 

12. That an extraordinary Meeting may be called by 
any seven Members, with the consent of the Captain or 
Secretary.

RULES. 

1. That this Club be called the Non-collegiate 
Cricket Club. 

2. That any Non-collegiate Student can become a 
Member of the Club for the season by paying the sub- 
scription. 

3. That the present annual subscription for Members 
be Five Shillings, payable to the Secretary. 

4. That subscriptions be considered due on the ist of 
May, and that gentlemen who have not paid their sub- 
scriptions by the 15th May b^ excluded from the privileges 
of the Club until such payment shall have been made. 

5. That there be a General Meeting of the Club early 
in the May Term, for general business, and for the election 
of Officers for the ensuing season. 
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6. That the Officers be elected by ballot at the General 
Meeting held for the purpose. 

7. That the following rules are in force as to the 
eligibility of Members for the various offices : 

(i) The Secretary and Treasurer must be Members 
who are not in their third year at the time of 
holding the offices. 

(2) The four other Members of the Committee may 
be of any year. 

8. That the affairs of the Club be managed by a 
Committee, consisting of the Captain, the Secretary and 
Treasurer, and four Members chosen at the General Meet- 
ing. 

9. That the duties of the Committee be — 

(i) Generally to manage the affairs of the Club and 
Ground. 

(2) To audit the Secretary's accounts. 

(3) To arrange what challenges shall be sent and 
accepted. 

10. That a Member bowling at the practice be re- 
sponsible for the ball he uses, and if the ball be lost he 
shall pay three shillings to the Treasurer; and that if 
he lose or damage any other property of the Club he 
be fined, at the discretion of the Committee. 

11. That any Member of the Club may introduce a 
friend once a week to practice provided he be not a Non- 
collegiate Student. 

1 2. That bats and other necessary articles be furnished 
by the Club, and that no new ones be issued except by the 
authority of the Committee. 

13. That unless notice to the contrary be given, Mon- 
day, Wednesday, and Friday in each week shall be Field- 
days, and that play begin at 2*30 p.m. 

14. That any five Members of the Club may require 
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the Secretary to call a General Meeting, and that at least 
two clear days notice of the Meeting must be given by the 
Secretary. 

15. That the assent of two-thirds of the Members 
present at a General Meeting be required to alter or sus- 
pend any of the above rules.
